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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-34 are presented for examination on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 22-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a use, 
without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper definition of a 
process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 35 U.S.C. 101. See for 
example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and Clinical Products, Ltd v. Brenner, 
255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 1,13, and 22 are rendered vague and indefinite by the phrase "comprising 
extracts of plant Gentiana kurroo of concentration ranging between 2-5 wt %, Murraya koenigii 
of concentration ranging between 8-15 wt %, Allium sativum of concentration ranging between 
2-4 wt %, Zingiber officinalis of concentration ranging between 2-5 wt %, Amorphopallus 
campanulatus of concentration ranging between 1-10 %, and pharmaceutically acceptable 
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additive(s)" (recited in each of these claims). As drafted, this overall phrase is grammatically 
incorrect and awkward and is, thus, confusing. In addition, it is unclear as to what the 
percentage range recited for %, Amorphopallus campanulatus is in relation to - e.g., by weight, 
by volume, or something else? For clarity, it is suggested that this phrase be amended to read as 
follows: 

— comprising extracts of the plants Gentiana kurroo at a concentration ranging between 2-5 wt 
%, Murraya koenigii at a concentration ranging between 8-15 wt %, Allium sativum at a 
concentration ranging between 2-4 wt %, Zingiber officinalis at a concentration ranging between 
2-5 wt %, Amorphopallus campanulatus at a concentration ranging between 1-10 wt %, and one 
or more pharmaceutically acceptable additives — . [This phrasing would also provide better 
antecedent basis for the plural recitation "the aforementioned plants" in step (a) of claim 13.] 

Claims 22-34 provide for the use of, but, since the claims do not set forth any steps 
involved in the method/process, it is unclear what method/process applicant is intending to 
encompass. A claim is indefinite where it merely recites a use without any active, positive steps 
delimiting how this use is actually practiced. 

All other claims depend directly or indirectly from rejected claims and are, therefore, also 
rejected under USC 1 12, second paragraph for the reasons set forth above. 

The claims are free of the art. The prior art of record does not teach nor reasonably 
suggest a pharmaceutical composition comprising the recited herbal ingredients within the 
(synergistic) amount ranges instantly claimed. 
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Conclusion 



No claim is allowed. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
